PREMIER |

REVIEW 


After another eventful season, Spurs finished in eighth place in the 
Premier League in 2022/23 with 18 wins, six draws and 14 defeats. 


The season started earlier than usual to allow for a planned six-week 
break for the 2022 FIFA World Cup in November and December. Eleven 
of our players travelled to Qatar to represent their countries, including 

Cristian Romero who picked up a winners’ medal with Argentina. 


Harry Kane became our all-time record goalscorer during the campaign, 
overtaking the legendary Jimmy Greaves, with his final Spurs tally 
standing at 280 in all competitions. 


Spurs were unbeaten in the Premier League 
during the month of August, with three wins 

and two draws giving us a brilliant start to the 
2022/23 season. Southampton were defeated 
4-1 on the opening day - a game which saw Ryan 
Sessegnon score the opener and in doing so, bag 
his first Premier League goal for us. Eric Dier and 
Dejan Kulusevski also scored and Mohammed 
Salisu put through his own net. 


Kane scored a stoppage time equaliser as we 
drew 2-2 with Chelsea at Stamford Bridge a week 
later - a game in which Pierre-Emile Hojbjerg 
opened his account for the season. Our number 
10 also netted in a1-0 win over Wolverhampton 
Wanderers and bagged a brace ina 2-0 triumph 
at newly-promoted Nottingham Forest, while a 
Thilo Kehrer own-goal helped us to a 1-1. draw at 
West Ham United.

Goals from Hajbjerg and Kane gave us a 2-1 win over Fulham 
SEPTEMBER at the beginning of September. We were due to travel to 
Premier League champions Manchester City the following 


weekend but our match at the Etihad Stadium - along 
with all other Premier League matches scheduled for that 
weekend - were postponed due to the death of Queen 
Elizabeth Il. 


We returned to Premier League action with an emphatic 6-2 
home victory over Leicester City the following weekend. 
Heung-Min Son got a hat-trick against the Foxes - including 
an effort which was voted BBC Match of the Day's Goal of 
the Month - while Kane, Dier and Rodrigo Bentancur were 
also on target as we extended our unbeaten run in the 
league to seven games. 


We endured our first Premier 
League defeat of the season 
with a 3-1 loss to Arsenal 

at the Emirates Stadium at 
the start of October. Kane's 
converted penalty on 31 
minutes drew us level but the 
Gunners scored twice in the 
second half to take all three 
points ina match which saw 
Emerson Royal sent off. 


We then returned to winning 

ways with a 1-0 triumph over 

Brighton & Hove Albion as Kane 

scored his fourth goal in as many 
Premier League games. The striker was 
on target from the penalty spot in a 2-0 
win against Everton too, while Hajbjerg 
also netted in our home triumph over the 
Toffees. 


We suffered losses at Manchester United 
(0-2) and Newcastle United (1-2) before 
coming back from 2-0 down to win at AFC 
Bournemouth - with substitute Bentancur 
getting our winner in stoppage time - to end 
the month ona high. 


We played just two Premier League 

fixtures in November ahead of the World 

Cup break. A 2-1 home defeat to Liverpool 

was followed by a memorable seven-goal 

thriller against Leeds United which saw us 

run out 4-3 winners. Goals from Kane, Ben . 
Davies and a brace from Bentancur within 

two minutes secured our victory. 


The new year began with defeat against Aston 
Villa before our supporters who travelled to 
Crystal Palace three days later were treated to 
one of our best away performances of the season 
as we beat the Eagles 4-0. Kane got a brace early 
in the second half with Matt Doherty and Son also 
on the scoresheet. 


Arsenal claimed the north London bragging rights 
with a 2-0 victory at Tottenham Hotspur Stadium 
and we lost 4-2 to Manchester City at the Etihad 
Stadium four days later. But we won our last 
league match of January as Kane scored the only 
goal on the banks of the Thames as we won 1-0 at 
Fulham. 


In the January transfer window, Arnaut Danjuma 
and Pedro Porro joined the club on loan until the 
end of the season, from Villarreal and Sporting 
respectively. Porro's transfer was then made 
permanent in the summer of 2023. 
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Our first Premier League game following 
the World Cup saw us head to Brentford 
on Boxing Day where we fought back 
from 2-0 down to take a point. Kane and 
Hajbjerg scored Spurs’ goals in the space 
of six second-half minutes. 


Kane made history on 5 February as he scored the only goal of 
an entertaining victory against Manchester City at Tottenham 
Hotspur Stadium to become the club's all-time record 
goalscorer with 267 strikes. His historic goal came on 15 
minutes when Hajbjerg found Kane in the box and he drilled 
aright-footed shot past City ‘keeper Ederson. The victory

MARCH 


We lost 1-0 to Wolverhampton Wanderers early 
in March before a brace from Kane and a further 
strike from Son gave us a crucial 3-1 win at home 
to Nottingham Forest. We followed this victory 
with a 3-3 draw at Southampton. Pedro Porro 
scored his first Spurs goal to open the scoring 

at St Mary's Stadium while Kane and Ivan Perisic 
were also on target. The game on the south coast 
proved to be Head Coach Antonio Conte's final 
game in charge. 
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APRIL 


April was a busy month with no less than six 
Premier League matches scheduled. Under 
caretaker boss, Cristian Stellini, we drew 1-1 
with Everton in a game where both sides were 
reduced to ten men, and beat Brighton 2-1 
thanks to strikes from Son and Kane. 


We lost to Bournemouth (2-3) and suffered 
a crushing defeat at Newcastle United (1-6) 
with Kane's 24th Premier League goal of the 
campaign at St. James’ Park proving to be 
nothing more than a consolation. 


Goals from Son and Porro saw us come from 
two goals behind to draw 2-2 with Manchester 
United, with Ryan Mason now in caretaker 
charge. Three days later, we found ourselves 
on the wrong end of a seven-goal encounter at 
Liverpool as Kane, Son and Richarlison scored 
in our 4-3 defeat. 


A goal from Kane gave us 1-0 victory 

over Crystal Palace at the start of May. 
Disappointingly, this was followed by a 2-1 
defeat at Aston Villa and 3-1 loss at home 
to Brentford. But we finished the campaign 
with a 4-1 win at Leeds United to secure our 
eighth-place finish. K

Harry Kane scored the only goal of the game as we 
saw off League One side Portsmouth in the third 
round of the FA Cup. It was a quiet first half with 
few chances for either team, but Kane broke 

the deadlock five minutes into the second 
period when he curled the ball into the 
corner for his 265th Spurs goal.

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Third Round Nottingham Forest 2-0 Spurs 


Spurs’ Carabao Cup campaign in 2022/23 began men when Orel Mangala was dismissed with 15 
and ended at the City Ground as Renan Lodi and minutes of the match remaining, but despite our 
Jesse Lingard scored for Nottingham Forest best efforts - including Richarlison’s late-headed 
within seven second-half minutes to dump us out ‘goal’ which was ruled out for offside - we couldn't 
of the competition.

We bowed out of the FA Cup in the fifth round 
after Sheffield United scored alate winner at 
Bramall Lane. Richarlison blasted a first-half 
effort over the bar while Kane, substituted on 
for the Brazilian on 65 minutes, saw his header 
go wide. The Championship outfit grew in 
confidence and, on 78 minutes, Iliman Ndiaye’s 
shot from inside the box found the net to end 
our cup campaign for another season.

Matchday Three 
Eintracht Frankfurt 0 - 0 Spurs 


We played out a goalless draw at Eintracht 
Frankfurt in October 2022, but the scoreline 
didn't tell the full story. It was an energetic, 
end-to-end game and Spurs dominated 
possession for large parts of the match. 
Harry Kane and Heung-Min Son both saw 
efforts go wide as Antonio Conte's men 
missed opportunities to take all three 
points. 


Matchday Two 
Sporting CP 2 - 0 Spurs 


We were punished by two late goals from 
Sporting in Lisbon. In a game of few real 
chances, it looked like we would be taking a 
point back to north London but a Paulinho 
header from a corner in the final minute 

of normal time, followed by a low finish 
from Arthur Gomes saw the hosts secure 
victory to remain top of Group D with 
Spurs in second. 


Matchday Four 
Spurs 3 - 2 Eintracht Frankfurt 


Back in north London, we beat Frankfurt in the 
reverse match to go top of Group D. The Germans 
took the lead on the night through Daichi Kamada, 
but we were soon level through Son. Kane put 

us in front from the penalty spot on 28 minutes 
and Son made it 3-1 eight minutes later with 

a wonderful volley. It was a nervous final few 
minutes though, as Faride Alidou pulled one back 
for the visitors with three minutes of the 90 
remaining while Kane missed a stoppage-time 
penalty, but we held on for the win. 


Matchday Five 
Spurs 1- 1 Sporting CP 


We had to settle for a point against Sporting 
at home after a last-minute ‘goal’ from 

Kane was ruled as offside after a lengthy 
VAR check. Former Spurs forward Marcus 
Edwards opened the scoring for the visitors 
on 20 minutes but we levelled with ten 
minutes to go when Rodrigo Bentancur 
headed home from an Ivan PeriSi¢ corner. 


Matchday Six 
Marseille 1 - 2 Spurs 


A dramatic 2-1 victory at Marseille saw us 
progress to the last 16 as Group D winners. The 
hosts struck first through Chancel Mbemba 

just before the break and at that point we were 
heading out of the competition. But Clement

SEASON REVIEW 2022/23 


The 2022/23 season was Spurs Women’s fourth 
consecutive in the Barclays FA Women’s Super League 
(WSL). We finished ninth in the table following a tough 
campaign. Highlights included a 1-0 win over Liverpool and 
a record-breaking 8-0 victory over Brighton & Hove Albion 
- the team's biggest-ever top-flight win. 


The season also saw us reach the quarter-finals of the FA 
Women's Continental League Cup (Conti Cup) and the fifth 
round of the Vitality Women’s FA Cup. January 2023 signing 
Bethany England topped our goalscoring charts with 13 
strikes in just five months. 


SEPTEMBER 


NOVEMBER 


We bounced back from a 3-0 loss at eventual 
WSL champions Chelsea with a Conti Cup 
victory against Coventry United at Brisbane 
Road. Goals from Eveliina Summanen, Rosella 
Ayane, Kerys Harrop and Amy Turner saw us 
take a 4-0 lead before Coventry pulled one 
back late on. Lenna Gunning-Williams scored 
on her debut in stoppage time to make it 5-1 
to Spurs at the final whistle. 


OCTOBER 


JANUARY 


FEBRUARY 


We went down to a narrow 3-2 defeat against 
Chelsea at Brisbane Road at the beginning of 
February. England equalised with a tap-in on 

15 minutes after Jess Carter gave the Blues an 
early lead, but the visitors scored twice more. 
Karczewska’s strike on 88 minutes gave us hope 
of a late comeback, but it wasn't to be. 


An unchanged Spurs Women's side took on 
Manchester United in front of 21,940 fans at 
Tottenham Hotspur Stadium the following 
week - our biggest home crowd of the season. 
United broke the deadlock through Leah Galton 
on 67 minutes before a moment of magic from 
England who cut inside from the left to fire 
past Mary Earps into the bottom right corner to 
level the score. An own goal from Bartrip just a 
minute later gave the visitors all three points. 


We bowed out of the FA Cup at the end of 
the month following a 5-4 penalty defeat to 
Reading when it finished goalless after extra 
time in our fifth-round tie. 


MARCH 


WSL defeats at Manchester City (1-3) 
which saw Celin Bizet score her first goal 
for Spurs, and Liverpool, where we went 
down 2-1 despite going ahead through 
Ayane, saw Rehanne Skinner depart 
Brisbane Road and be replaced by her 
assistant Vicky Jepson as Interim Head 
Coach. 


In Jepson’s first game in charge, an 
outstanding England strike gave Spurs 

a 1-0 victory over Leicester City and our 
number 19 was on the scoresheet once 
more in our 5-1 defeat at home against 
Arsenal, converting a 38th-minute penalty.

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Ange Postecoglou became our La het thn lea : , : :

He was born in Athens, Greece on 27 August 
1965 but moved to Australia when he was 
five years old and grew up in Melbourne, 
Victoria. 


He loved football and joined South 
Melbourne Hellas as a nine-year-old, rising 
through the youth ranks to play 193 games 

in defence for their first team between 1984 
and 1993. Ange won two championship titles 
with the club - once in his debut season, then 
again in 1991. 


The left-back also earned four Australia 
national team caps before a knee injury 
ended his playing career. He moved into 
management, taking the top job at South 
Melbourne in 1996 where he won two league 
titles. 


Ange then led the Australian national Under 
17s and Under 20s before moving on to 
manage in Australia and New Zealand's 
A-League, winning the Premiership in 2011 
and the Championship Grand Finals in 2011 


and 2012 with Brisbane Roar ahead of a move 
to Melbourne Victory. 


Renowned for his passion, clarity and 
personality, Postecoglou became Australian 
senior national team manager from 2013 to 
2017, taking the team to the 2014 FIFA World 
Cup, winning the AFC Asian Cup in 2015 

and securing qualification for the 2018 FIFA 
World Cup. 


He has built teams with an aggressive and 
assertive style of play who dominate in 
possession - and that approach has steered 
his coaching in every task he has taken on. 


In 2019, Ange then won Japan's J1 League with 
Yokohama F. Marinos prior to joining Celtic 

in 2021. In his debut season, the Australian 
led the Hoops to the Scottish Premiership 
and Scottish League Cup and his side went 
one better in 2022/23 as they retained their 
league title and won both of Scotland's major 
domestic cup competitions to claim the 
treble.

Hugo Lloris 

Hugo is our record appearance maker 
of the Premier League era, having 
represented us 361 times in the division 
by the end of the 2022/23 season and 
played in 447 matches for us in all 
competitions. Signed from Olympique 
Lyonnais in August 2012, the former 
France international also has a Club- 
record number of clean sheets to his 
name - 127 by the end of the 2022/23 
campaign. Born in Nice, Hugo made a 
record 145 appearances for 

France between 2008 and 2022 


and captained them to their 
FIFA World Cup triumph in 
2018. 
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Fraser Forster 

Fraser joined us from Southampton in 
June 2022 and made his Spurs debut in 
our Carabao Cup third round defeat at 
Nottingham Forest in November that 
year, while his first Premier League 
appearance with us came in a 2-2 draw 
at Brentford the following month. In 
early 2023, Fraser had arun of nine 
consecutive matches in our starting 
line-up after Hugo Lloris suffered 

a knee injury. He kept a hat-trick of 
clean sheets during that period 
against West Ham United and 
Chelsea in the Premier League 

and AC Milan in the UEFA 

Champions League. He made 

20 appearances for Spurs 

in all competitions in 

2022/23 and received 

his first England call 

up in almost seven 

years in March 2023. 
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Ben Davies 

Aregular for club and country, Ben 
was just 12 caps short of a century 
of Wales appearances by the end of 
2022/23, while his Spurs record by 
the end of that season read eight 
goals in 311 matches. Born in Neath, 
the defender rose through the ranks 
at Swansea City to establish himself 
as aFirst Team regular. He made 85 
senior appearances for the Swans 
between 2012 and 2014 before his 
move to us in the summer of 

2014. A member of Wales’ 

squads at UEFA Euro 2016 

and 2020 as well as the 2022 

FIFA World Cup, Ben's 300th 

match in our colours came in 

our 2-0 win over Chelsea 

in February 2023. 


Sergio Reguilon 

Sergio scored two goals in 67 
appearances in his first two seasons 
with us, having signed from Real 
Madrid in September 2020 - the 
same month he made his senior 
debut for Spain against Ukraine 

in the UEFA Nations League. The 
left-back made his first appearance 
for us ina Carabao Cup match 
against Chelsea - also in September 
2020 - while his Premier 

League baptism came in our 
memorable 6-1 away win 

over Manchester United the 
following month. He spent 

the 2022/23 season on loan 

with Atlético Madrid, 

for whom he made 12 

appearances. 
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Destiny Udogie 

Destiny joined us from Udinese in 
August 2022 and was immediately 
loaned back to the Serie A side for 
the 2022/23 season. He had a fine 
campaign back at the Stadio Friuli, as 
he scored three times in 34 matches. 
Having progressed through the ranks 
at Hellas Verona, Destiny made his 
professional debut in November 
2020. The following year, he joined 
Udinese on loan - a deal which turned 
permanent in July 2022. The left- 
back, who is of Nigerian descent, has 
been capped by Italy at every level 
between Under-16 and 21.

Pedro Porro 

Pedro joined us on loan from 
Sporting in the second half of the 
2022/23 season with an obligation 
for his move to be made permanent 
in the summer of 2023. Operating 
down the right flank, Pedro made 
17 appearances for us during the 
2022/23 season, netting three 
times in the Premier League against 
Southampton, Manchester United 
and in the final day win at Leeds. 
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Eric Dier 

Scoring twice in 42 matches in 
2022/23, Eric brought his overall 
appearances and goals tally for 
Spurs to 361 and 13 respectively 

by the end of that campaign. The 
versatile player then entered his 
tenth season in our colours in 
2023/24, having signed for us from 
Sporting Lisbon back in July 2014. A 
dependable figure in either defence 
or midfield, Eric was one cap short 
of his 50th England appearance 

at the time of writing, with the 
player having previously been 
included in the Three Lions’ 

squads for UEFA Euro 2016 

and both the 2018 and 2022 

FIFA World Cups. 


Ryan Sessegnon 

Ryan made 23 appearances for us in 
all competitions in 2022/23, scoring 
twice, until an injury sustained in 
February 2023 saw him ruled out 
for the remainder of the campaign. 
At that point in his career, the 
left-sided player had featured in 56 
Spurs matches since joining us from 
Fulham in the summer of 2019. Ryan 
netted 25 times in120 appearances 
for the Craven Cottage side between 
2016 and 2019 before making his 
debut for us ina 1-1 draw with 
Evertonin November 2019.He 
spent the 2020/21 season on | 
loan with Bundesliga side TSG 

1899 Hoffenheim. 
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Japhet Tanganga 

Born in Hackney Japhet started 
training with us from the age of 

ten. He progressed through our 
youth ranks to make his First Team 
debut against Colchester United 

in the Carabao Cup in September 
2019 which was one of 11 senior 
appearances he made in our colours 
that campaign. Japhet followed that 
up with 13 First Team appearances in 
2020/21, 19 in 2021/22 and seven in 
2022/23. 


Djed Spence 

Right-back Djed signed for 

us from Middlesbrough in the 
summer of 2022 having spent a 
successful season-long loan spell 
at Nottingham Forest the previous 
campaign. During his time at the 
City Ground, the former Fulham 
trainee featured in 46 matches and 
scored three goals as Forest were 
promoted to the Premier League 
via the Championship play-offs. 
Following six appearances for 

us in all competitions during 

the first half of the 2022/23 
season, Djed joined French 

Ligue 1 side Stade Rennais 

on loan in January 2023 for 

the remainder of that 

campaign. 
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Emerson Royal 

Emerson enjoyed a great start to 

the 2023/24 season as he scoreda 
long-range goal in our 2-2 draw at 
Brentford. The Brazilian international 
defender, whose full name is 
Emerson Aparecido Leite de Souza 
Junior, signed for us from Barcelona 
on transfer deadline day in August 
2021. The former Ponte Preta, 
Atlético Mineiro and Real Betis 
player scored once in 41 appearances 
in his debut season with us and 
followed that up with two strikes in 
36 Spurs matches in 2022/23. 


UACN4459d 


Yves Bissouma 

Mali international Yves developed 
areputation as one of the Premier 
League's brightest midfield talents 
during his four seasons at Brighton & 
Hove Albion between 2018 and 2022. 
He netted six times in124 matches 
for the Seagulls having joined them 
from Lille. After swooping to sign 
the player ona four-year deal in June 
2022, Yves made his debut for us 
against Southampton on the opening 
weekend of the 2022/23 season 

- one of 28 matches in which he 
featured for us during the campaign. 
An ankle injury sustained against 
Manchester City on 5 February 

2023 kept him out for three months 
before he returned for our final three 
matches of the season. 


UAC TAILIGIN 


Cristian Romero 

Cristian starred at the 2022 FIFA 
World Cup, playing in six out of 
Argentina's seven matches at the 
tournament, including the final, as 
La Albiceleste won the competition 
for the first time since 1986. This 
during a season in which the centre- 
back made 34 appearances for us 
in all competitions. Cristian scored 
in our 2-2 draw at Brentford on the 
opening weekend of the 2023/24 
Premier League season. His 
headed goal was his second in 

our colours, since joining us 

from Atalanta (originally on 

loan) in 2021. The defender, who 
won the Copa America with
